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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1 ) The proposed amendment changing the scope of the invention by excluding "a non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drug" in claims 27 and 87 necesitates further consideration and/or search. Unlike the applicant's argument (page 14, para. 3 of Remarks 
filed 06/20/08), the proposed amendment excluding "a non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drug" in which the instant rejections (Eickholff et al. 
and/or Kerkhof et al.) are basically relied upon raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
2) With respect to the applicant's argument that "an element may be explicitly excluded in the claims if the element is positively recited in 
the specification", the examiner likes to point out that such provision is only allowed in situation where one of alternative elements or 
species positively recited in a Markush-type claim is cancelled or excluded. Otherwise, any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso must 
have basis in the original disclosure. Any claim containing a negative limitation which does not have basis in the original disclosure should 
be rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
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
